A Haw Device to Guard a Bin?.

in the size of the fingers, which simply 
means the loss - of flesh between the 
joints, but it is seldom that the joint* 
themselves change, except to Increase 
in size. For this reason the person 
whose fingers have gromi thin from 
sickness or other causes finds that If a 
ring-Is cut down to fit inugly where H 
Is customarily worn there 1» trouble in 
getting It over the joint There I* an 
easier way out of the difficulty than 
'having the ring cut down, ana one 
which permits the1 ring to be worn as 
usual should the flesh return to the 
band again. 


There has been Invented a Rpring 


device to be Inserted in the ring which 
ha* tb« effect of decreasing the^ diame- 
ter, and ftt the name time drawing the 
ring down against the upper *lde of the 
finger.

They would also conduct an Inquisition 
Into the question as to whether .there 
had been informers In the room at the 
time of the raid. After all of these 
matters had been thoroughly debated 
a vote would be taken. It would be. a 
case of whether to plead .guilty and 
take the regulation three dollar fine 
and costs or whether it would be wise 
to fight the; case. If they considered 
that the police had but little evidence 
the-vote would result'in a'decision to 
use a lawyer and flerht. If they were 
sure that the police had the evidence 
necessary to ensure a conviction no 
fight would be put up. 


The man.Jwho did the bailing out 


would charge each of the sixty-three 
persons about a dollar for his services. 
If a Chinaman should forfeit /ball 
without previously having arranged the 
matter with him—well .then perhaps he 
would .be gently or .roughly .persuaded 
by -numerous other Chlnes^-that .his 
idea was a bad one. perhaps in this 
latter case he would have to pay the 
man who bailed him out and went to 
the expense ^>f hunting him up .after 
bail had been forfeited the amount of 
the bail and an additional five dollars. 
If the man appeared in court and was 
discharged and then insisted he was 
hard up he might be let off for as low 
a fee as twenty-five cents. The ball 
man also has another perquisite. He 
gets the lawyer if a defense Is to be 
put up. Yes he was .sure that his 
business was a good one. 


"Don't they get away sometimes and 


make you'forfeit the amount of the 
bail without paying you "back later?" 
asked the reporter. 


"No," he replied, '^the Chinese are 


honest In these transactions." 


Then he entered into a long discus- 


sion of the question of Chinese labor. 
He declared that it would be a great 
benefit to the Territory and Incidental- 
•ly would help his own business. An- 
other Chinese reminded him that he 
was due at the "meeting" and so he 
smilingly left the Police Station.

An Un*xp*cUd Alarm. 


From the Badger, a bright little sheet 


published on board the V. 8. 8. Ken- 
tucky, we learn that during the cruise 
of vessels of the.Asiatic Fleet, under 
Rear Admiral Evans to Honolulu, the 
clanging of alarm gongs on December 
14 brought over 2,500 men out of their 
hammocks and Into a run for their sta- 
tions as "general quarters" was sound- 
ed through the fleet.

"As a general "rule, no matter how care- 
fully the Intention of having night 
quarters may be guarded, Dame Rumor 
has it all over the ship before the alarm

Austria has along its Adriatic shorei 


a-strefch o{,wann, marshy lands infest- 
ed with, malaria: The result is that tins - 
coast is not so densely populated as the '. 
inland^regions, though its fisMljg ancf 
other industries should attract a large 
population. 


About two years ago Dn Koch, 


whose investigations in Africa had con- 
vinced ..him that malaria might,be over- 
come, expressed the opinion that the 
unnealthful conditions :on the Adriatic 
seaboard could be removed. If {here 
was an opportunity to make tie experi- 
ment under th* best conditions he 
would DC glad to do «oi 
He desired to test the matter at a 
'' 


place so isolated that Jt could not be in-: 
vaded by swarms^of the species of mos- 
quito which conveys jie microbe, of 
malaria and communicates it to persons 
by its sting. The low lying island of 
Brioni, about four miles off the coast 
of the Istrian peninsula, sixty miles 
south of Trieste, was weft situated for 
his work,

It is so far from the mainland that the 


mosquito, wHch cannot fly a great dis- 
tance, is unable to reath it, imkss taken 
over on boats. Dr." Koch would have 
to fight the insect drily as it is bred in 
the swamps of Brioni 


He wa» told to go ahead, and funds 


were supplied for the work. He tsid 
out the plan, of campaign and employed 
Prof. Frosch and Dr. BJandan of Ber- 
lin to execute ft . 


Hit scheme included both tne treat- 


ment of the sick and the extermination 
of the cause of malaria. All patient* 
were treated it public expense. A force . ' 
of workmen was employed to drain the 
swamps. The island w« placed under 
thorough suiittry control, and every 
roudhole or water receptacle that might 
serve as a breeding place received at- 
tention. 


The work has' met with remarkaWe 
eeess. 
To all appearances Brioni ii 


now entirely free from malaria.

erntnent to begin an attempt to exter- 
minate malaria on the const of Iff Ha. 
Three station"; hare he-en enabli'she-d. 
and a sufficient forcr to curry oat Dr. 
Kryth'i methods ha« ?>ecn employed. 


If the work of the?.? stations is «oc- 


cecsral other stations wilJ be established 
in all parts of Irtria and Dalmatia
